fore she died and that she told him 
her husband had kicked her. - 


Georgia Tate, 11 years old, a girl 


living near the Dunn, hoine^ who was 
at the home on the night of the fight 
between the accused man and his 
wife, was the last witness examined 
Tuesday by the state. In direct tes- 
timony she declared that she and 
Anna Dunn, daughter of Mr. and 
Mrsr Durih, were in a bedroom ad- 
joining that of "the accused man and 
his wife when they heard a commo- 
tion. The girl testified that she went 
into the room and saw Dunn lying in 
bed -R-ith his feet against the stom- 
ach of his wife, but that she did hot 
see him kicking at her.
